that while she did not like to believe her 
husband killed President Kennedy, the 
facts presented to her sinoe the assassi- 
nation would not permit her to reach 
any other conclusion,” Warren said Feb. 
8. The widow was first said to be con- 
vinced of her husband’s guilt on Jan. 7, 
if ir weeks during which ahe was held in- 
communlcado by federal agents.

The commission Is charged with eval- 
uating evidence submitted by the «I . 
and other police agencies indicating that 
the 24-year-old ex-Martne was the “lone 
and unaided assassin” of President Ken- 
nedy. and allegedly fired three shots at 
the Presidential motorcade from the 
sixth floor of the Texas Book Depository 
where he was employed. Following Its 
Investigation, which probably will lest 
several more months, the seven-member 
panel is to "report Its findings and con- 
' elusions” to the public. Warren’s' “tene- 
ment after the second day of Marina Os- 
wald's testimony, however, Indicates 
thst certain of the commission’s findings 
may be withheld If they concern mat- 
ters of national security. Asked by re- 
porters when the testimony would be 
made public, Warren said: 

••yes, there will come a time (when 
It Is released). But It might not be in 
your lifetime. I am not referring to any^ 
thing especially, but there may be some 
things that would Involve security. This 
would be preserved but not made public.

LINK TO CIA? It Is not known, of 
course, exactly what aspects of "national' 
Security” are involved In the Oswald case, . \ 
though It Is being Increasingly specu- 
lated In responsible circles that Oswald 
was being trained as an undercover op- 
erative for the FBI or Central Intellli- 
gence Agency. If this were true and 
made public. It would generate wide- 
spread national distrust of Americs s 
•’security” apparatus. 

• The trial of Jack Ruby, the nightclub 
operator who killed Oswald In Dallas 
two days after Kennedy was shot. Is 
scheduled for Feb. 17. He will plead In- 
sanity. Defense lawyer Melvin Belli be- 
gan calling witnesses Feb. 11 In a pre- 
trial hearing In an effort to prove that 
Ruby would not receive a fair trial In 
Dallas. 

In the last of a series of syndicated 
articles by Ruby, written with the as- 
sistance of reporter William Read Wood- 
field, the admitted executioner con- 
cluded: ’’Oswald was a dead man before 
I shot him.” Ruby said he murdered 
Oswald after Dallas District Attorney 
Henry Wade stated that Oswald was 
guilty— of— killing Kennedy, indicating 

that be would not have done so had , . 

Wade not made his accusation. X
